} with what fort of Difpofition that 
P= Minifter was forced into an Affent 
to the late War. The Account was 
fent in November 1739, from an Inhabitant of the Place ; 
and as now it may be in the Hands of a few Perfons only, 
perhaps of very few, I cannot think it unfeafonable at this 
Time, when the fame felf-interefted Politics and corrupt 
Syftem, or rather Scheme, of Government is purfued, as 
near as the aveak Heads and bad Hearts of the Times, can 
poflibly copy the Meafures of Iniquity, which were fet on 
foot and eftablifhed by the aforementioned Patron of 
fome People, whom Detra@tion muft allow to have been 
pollefs'd of Abilities, fufficient to conduct the Nation wifely 
and profperoufly, had the Integrity of his Heart been equal 
s them. 


«* It was Evening (fays the Author of this authentic Ac: 
count) when the Mayor received his Majefty's Declaration 
of War, and the next Morning he fummoned fome of the 
Members of the Corporation to meet him at the Town-hall, 
for the Publication of it. From thence they proceeded, 
but in no kind of Form and without their Gowns, to the 
Market-Place ; where the Declaration of War was read 
by the Town-Clerk, but neither Drums nor Mufic of any 
fort, nor any other of the ufual Companions of their 
Cavaleades, were allowed on the Occafion, After a fecond 
Reading of the Declaration at the Bridge-Foot, the Com- 
pany all difperfed to their feveral Habitations, as if the 
Proclamation againft Riots had been read ; nor did they 
publicly drink the King’s Health on the Occafion, or Suc- 
cefs to his Arms: But fome Gentlemen, who were at a 
Tavern, afham'd of the Behaviour of their Magiftrates, 
and more loyal to the King than to his Minifter, fupplied, 
as far as they were able, what was wanting in Refpect elfe- 
where. They drank the proper and welcome Toatts of 
the Day, Health to the King and Succefs to his Arms, 
while the Point of War was beating by the Drums of the 
Militia, whofe proffered Service the Mayor bad refufed.” 


“* The next Day the Drummers were fummoned before 
the Mayor ; and, tho" they were ncither Servants to him 
hor to the Corporation, yet were they feverely reprimanded 
by him; and he threatened never to employ them on any 
Occafion, unlefs they fabmnitted to afk Pardon for what they 
had done the Night before : And what were thefe poor in- 
Bocent Fellows to afk Pardon for? Why, for no lefs a 
Crime than beating a Point of War to the Health of their 
King, and Succefs to the Brit Arms!” 


No other Reafon could pofibly be affigned for fo very 
¢xtraordinary a Behaviour, but that it was a War againit 
the Inclination of the Minifter: The Magiftrates therefore, 
Who were the Tools and flavith Dependents of that Mini- 
fier, were determined to thew their Difapprobation of it. 
It was not Sir R°6*/'s War, his Slaves therefore condemn’d 


the better, but. was aétually projeéted to take a gradual 





it: It was the People’s War, and not the Government's ; 
for that Minifter did induftrioufly fpread fuch a DiftinGion, 
and whatever was Minitterial, tho’ ever fo hurtful, ridicu- 
lous, and odious, was infolently called by him and _ his 
Fagtion, the A& of the Government. But nothing is more | 
evident, than that both the People and Government were 
Sufferers by permitting fuch Proceedings to go on without 
a Check, and the Authors of them with Impunity. 





Thefe were fome of the Effeéts of the Corruption, which 
was fufpected to fpread too fatally at that ‘ime, by the 
Influence of the Minifter and his doci/e Supporters, who 
have fince been diftinguifhed as his Remains. Had thefe | 
bad Effects extended no farther than that Corporation, we 
thould not now have the dreadful Caufe to lament the Pro- 
grefs, nay, the Eftablifhment of Corruption thro’ the 
Nation. 


The popular Removal of that faétious Minifter, the glo 
rious Effeét of a well-concerted and indefatigable Oppo/ition, | 
gave us Hopes to expeét new Meafures from a new Admi- 
niftration ; and our Hopes were not in vain for a Time, 
fince the whole Face of Affiirs not only began to change for 


Courfe, as Matters fhould occur, without increafing the 
Diftraétion of the Times, and hurting the general Interef 
of the Nation, then in a critical Situation, by an overftrain’d 
Attention to the Gratification of public Vengeance on In- 
dividuals ; moft of whom had fubmitted, and, by //cariot 
Kiffes, averting the Rod of Juftice, confefled, but, alas! 
were not hanged! the inevitable Confequence of Confeflion 
among the little Rogues of Life, but it feems bears no 
Weight in fuperior Scenes of Iniquity. The Brave, the 
Great, and Magnanimous, "tis true, are apt to be wrought 
upon by Deprecation, and Affeverations of Amendment : 


Corpora magnanimo fatis oft proftraffe Levni. 





Had the great Men, who fucceeded the Corruptor in Power, 
gone no further than mercly overlooking the Iniquities of 
his Creatures, and left them to the Panithment of Re- 
fiction and their own Confciences, perhaps the Nation 
might in Time have confidered it as an Inftance of a gene 
rous Difpofition, and been contented with defpifing the De- 
linquents too, as merely paflive under the Power of their 
Patron : But to retain them! to employ them! to mix in | 
C*nc*! with them afterwards ! is fomething fo very weak 
and monttrovfly abfurd, chat there is but ome Way left to 
reconcile it with the Wifdom and Abilities of the new Ad- 
miniftration ; what that Way is, I lcave to the Confidera- 
tion of my Readers : "Tis not difficult to point out the J//u/- 
trious Chara&er, who, like the Lord of Life, not only 
condefcended to pray but to mediate for the Wretches, who 
had reviled him and ploued his future Crucifixion. 


With Shame and Confufion for my Country, I purfue the 
ungrateful Scene! ‘The Slaves of Tyre combined againft | 
their Mafters, cut their Throats, poffels’d their Stations, 
and ulurp’d the Government! Nay, what is yet more won- 
derful, drew in the People to approve of it, and to inveigh | 
againft the generous Patriots who had fo lately fet them | 
free. But the Nation, that is, the People of Tyre, were | 


fo immerfed in Luxury and Folly, that, tired of Liberty, | 
they revolted under the Standard of Corruption, and owned | 


the Tyrants: Tho’, to do the People juftice, it muft be 
owned, they were deceived and lured into it by a fiw De- 
legates, with whom they had intrufted their Liberties ; 
who, inftead of conferving, betrayed them into the weak 
and wicked Eiands of Ufurpation, Excravagance, and Jn- 
lufficiency. 


If the very fame Perfons, who approved and fapported 
the Meafures of the Minifler chat was fo averfe to the War, 
found Means to‘obtrude themfelves afterwards into his 
Power, and rettore his corrupt Scheme of Government; 
We are not to wonder that the Progrefs of the War faceeeded 
fo ill, under the Dire&tion of Perfons interefted in marring 
every Purpofe that was fet on foot by abler Hands, for 


_ bringing it to a happy Ifjue, by chaitifing the Infolence of 


the Enemy, and raifing the Glory of the Nation out of 
the Ruft and Ob{curity it was fo long fuffered to lie in by 
their Patron: Nor are we to wonder at the Negle&t, which 
the Brave, the Experienced, and Deferving, have met with 
in their Commands both at Sea and Land ; nor at the per- 
nicious Partiality which has been fhewed to Cowards and 
Betrayers of their Country, in Oppofition to them; when 
it is very manifeit to Obfervation, that Succefs in the War 
was not the Objeét of fame People’s Withes or Rudeavours ; 
as Succefs would refic&t a Luftre of Honour on the Adions 
of thofe, who, at the Head of the People, had declared 
for and fet up the War, as inevitably neceffary for main- 
taining our Rights at home and our-Commerce abroad, 
which had been facrifioed by Iguorance and Corruption. 


As moft national Evils proceed from a Depravity of Man- 
ners in thofe who fhould be the the Guardians of the Peo. 
ple’s Liberties, nothing is more to be wiflied for than fuch 
an Independency in Parliament, as would malze Men {peals 
and vote according to the Conviction of their Minds : 
Whenever an undue Influence prevails there, the Word 
Parliament, which fignifies Freedom of Deliberation and 
Speech, becomes a Satire on the Members of it, and puts 
us in Mind of an infignificane Affembly, which goes under 
that Name at this Day in France, and is confidered there 
only as an Implement in the Hands of the Miniftry, tho? 
heretofore as formidable to them, as our Parlisments have 
formerly been to a bad Miniitry here, and no doubt will 
be again upon a jaf? Ocea/ion. 


I cannot more properly conclude this Subje%, than in 
the following Words, which I give literally from the In- 
ftrutions which were fent from Nea Sarum, in 1739, to 
their Reprefentatives in Parliament, wiz. «* If the Eleétors 
** who receive, and the Eleéted who give Bribes to procure 
** a Seat in Perlivment, did, by fach infamous Pra€tices, 
** bring Ruin on themfelves only, they would, like other 
“* Mifcreants, juitly fuffer for the Crimes which they have 
** committed ; but fince they cannot perith alone, but 
** muit involve the Innocent in the Sufferings of the 
** Guilty 5 fince Venality is become a Branch of ‘Trade in 
** the Brit Nation, a Trade that will foon make us 
** Bankropts and Beggars, we cannot but think that if 
** calls aloud on the Wildom of the Britié Parliament ta 
“* puta Stop to a Mifchief big with amazing and defolacing 
** Confequences.”

“© On Trefday ary! Wednefday lait we had as violent a 
Storm of Wind, as has been known in the Memory of 
Man, which occafioned the Tide to rife fo much above its 
ufual Bounds, that many of the Houfes in this Town were 
a great art under Water. And we have an Account 
fram Appledore, that the Tide had there wafhed down a 
Street of Houfes, drown’d many of the Inhabitants, broke 
down the Sea Bounds, and did other Damage to the 
Amount of more than 30001. by which many poor Fami- 
lies are entirely ruined.” 

They write from Worcefter, that the Vale of Evefham,
